She tas enjoyed the friendship of a

Winfield Scott, and she has net maay 
of the most conspicuous figures ia 
American history since those days. 


Miss Crosby also had the iiuinetloa

public will be better off because, through 
the economies of macagemeat oa a large 
scale.

In an Industrial 
community ordered by Rockefeller the 
shrewdest Intellects would control—an!

Nevertheless Mr. Rockefeller is the larg- 
est Individual holder of railroad securi- 
ties in tte country. He U heavily Inter- 
ested in the Gould roads—Missouri Pa- 
cific, Missouri, Kansas t Texas. Texas 
t. Pacific and Wahash—and It is throngs 
his backltc and assistance that George 
Gould has been able to fight his" way 
successfully against the powerful com- 
bination of railway Interests In brlngirg 
his lines eastward toward tte Atlantic 
seaboard. Dut in addition to this he is 
a heavy holder of the stocks and bonds, 
more particularly the bonds, of almost 
every one of the big eastern Uses, as 
well as of Northern Securities and of 
half a dozen of the big roads rutnln;
